The oldest living University of 
Kentucky basketball letterman 
may live in Henry County. 

Layton “Mickey” Rouse, a 
member of the Cats basketball 
squads from 1937-40, now lives 
Twin Oaks in New Castle. 

Rouse is 94. Basil Hayden 
who was 103 when he died in 
2003, was UK’s first All American 
inl921. 

Rouse wasn’t any slouch 
either. He was captain of Adolph 
Rupp’s 1939-40 Southeastern 
Conference regular season and 
tournament champions. 

The Cats went 15-6 on the 
regular season, and 4-4 in SEC 
play. 

Rouse finished his basketball 
career two seasons before UK’s 
first trip to the NCAA tourna¬ 
ment. But he stayed in school for 


another two years to become a 
dentist. 

According to bigbluehistory. 
net, Rouse played in 57 games at 
UK, scoring 353 points. In 1939- 
40, he was named to the All-SEC 
first team and the All-SEC tour¬ 
nament team. 

His No. 10 jersey later was 
retired. 

Rouse served in the military 
before setting up a dental practice 
in Carrollton, where he worked 
for 40 years. 

When Rouse retired, he and 
his wife Betsy chose Twin Oaks 
instead of Carrollton or returning 
to his boyhood home of Ludlow. 

The doctor said he retired 
when he felt he couldn’t see well 
enough. These days, he says he 
doesn’t hear as well either, but as 
he reminisced about his playing 
days in old Alumni Gym his mind 
is razor-sharp.

A laptop for 
every student

Eminence High School will take a big 
leap forward, in terms of technology, 
when students return for the 2012-13 
school year. 

Superintendent Buddy Berry said the 
Board of Education last month approved 
his “One-to-One” plan, which will assign 
an Apple MacBook laptop computer to 
every student in grades nine through 12 
next year. The students will have access 
to their computers 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week to use in class during instruc¬ 
tion and at home for projects or to con¬ 
duct online research. 

The plan follows up with the One-to- 
One program established this year for 
teachers, Berry said. That enabled EHS 
teachers to work with and learn to use the 
computers for a whole year before intro¬ 
ducing them to the students, he said. 

Other districts have found that “the 
worst mistake” was giving the comput¬ 
ers to students and teachers at the same 
time, he said. 

EHS teachers have been able to tell the 
board how they, and their students, have

Students probe cell phone use in school

Technology in the classroom 
can be a double-edged sword. It 
obviously has its merits, as the 
number of ways to use computers 
in schools has increased exponen¬ 
tially in just a few short years. 

But it also can be distracting. 
More and more students have 
their own cell phones, and most of 


these devices can do so much more 
than just allow phone calls. Games, 
music and Internet access anytime, 
anywhere, can prove to be too 
tempting for students to ignore. 

Most schools have been forced 
to develop policies that limit when 
students can use them during 
the day, mainly to curb texting 
between students and other inap¬ 
propriate uses that may interrupt 
instruction time. 


But three members of the 
Student Technology Leadership 
Program at Henry County Middle 
School are out to change that. 

In August, Micah Lineman, 
Izabelle Miller and Taylor McGuire 
approached STLP coordinator 
Mitzi Shields with a project pro¬ 
posal for the year. They wanted 
to find ways to make cell phones 
useful in the classroom.

Commission mem¬ 
ber speaks out about 
recent controversy 

I would like to respond 
to the recent articles in 
the Henry County Local 
as well as the comments to 
the paper by Verna Stivers 
and Pam Bramblett. 

Pam had every right to 
question the issues she 
brought before the com¬ 
mission. As elected offi¬ 
cials we have been given 
the task of spending the 
taxpayer money wisely and 
within the confines of laws 
and ordinances. I may not 
agree with the way she 
presented those questions, 
but I do agree they needed 
to be asked. 

I also do not agree with 
the salary issued to Mrs. 
Stivers going over the 
$25,000 maximum set by 
the commission some years 
ago, nor do I approve of 
the lack of records to back 
up her pay schedule. I sin¬ 
cerely feel she did not do 
any of this on purpose. 

The accountability situa¬ 
tion can be corrected with 
the proper tools, such as 
software, ledgers and some 
training. 

She indicated there were 
years she did not take all 
her vacation, and since 
there didn’t seem to be 
an ordinance dealing with 
vacation, she issued checks 


to herself for the unpaid 
vacation time at the end 
of the year, which is com¬ 
pletely understandable. 

This sent her salary over, 
and should have been 
brought to the attention 
of the commission and 
dealt with during the last 
meeting of the year, which 
would have alleviated the 
current situation. 

As commissioners we 
have not been able to see 
the gross wages on finan¬ 
cial statements because of 
the way they are entered; 
this issue is currently being 
corrected by Mrs. Stivers 
and the commission voted 
in February to purchase 
payroll software for the city 
that will track vacation and 
sick time as well as provide 
us with the whole picture 
in regards to the payroll 
issues. 

As of the March meeting 
the software had not been 
purchased. We passed ordi¬ 
nances to bring the city in 
compliance and we need 
to be diligent in seeing this 
never happens again. Mrs. 
Stivers is making every 
effort at this point to try 
and correct past mistakes 
so I cannot see punish¬ 
ing her further by continu¬ 
ing the conversation when 
measures have been put 
into place which should 
prevent this from happen¬ 
ing again. 


The issue of bonuses 
was not presented to the 
board at any time, and we 
were not allowed to vote 
before checks were written 
even though there is an 
ordinance which states the 
bonuses would be issued 
at the discretion of the 
board. I think a reason¬ 
able assumption was made 
and checks issued. Not the 
proper thing to do, but not 
done to defraud anyone 
either. I would definitely 
not have had a problem 
granting a bonus to Denny 
Washburn if the matter 
had been presented. His 
dedication to the commu¬ 
nity is unquestionable. 

As for the repairs to the 
concrete floor at the fire 
department building, it was 
my understanding at the last 
meeting (February) there 
had been a quote given 
and the mayor was going 
to obtain more quotes for 
the repairs and present 
them to us at the March 
meeting. Rather than do 
this, the fire department 
used their money and went 
ahead and had the repairs 
made from fire department 
funds which I understand 
was entirely appropriate. 

We were also presented 
with a request by the fire 
department to help with 
the cost of repairs already 
completed on the fire 
truck. Some heated words 


were exchanged and the 
matter abandoned by the 
mayor. I had questions as 
to how the fire department 
is funded, which have now 
been answered to my sat¬ 
isfaction. Since this money 
has already been spent for 
repairs, which were nec¬ 
essary, there should not 
be a question of offset¬ 
ting the repair cost to the 
fire department as long as 
funds from the city are 
available. 

I want to thank Verna 
Stivers, Mayor Young, 
my fellow commissioners, 
Denny Washburn and his 
staff of volunteers at the fire 
department for all the hard 
work they do for the city, 
in many instances strictly 
on a volunteer basis. 

I see very few people 
willing to step up to the 
plate and become involved 
and ask questions. Citizens 
voice complaints and griev¬ 
ances, the main one being 
nothing gets done after 
an ordinance is passed, 
yet never attend a meet¬ 
ing. Those complaints 
will never be addressed in 
public and action taken to 
rectify them without your 
presence. Please take a few 
minutes of your time to 
attend the monthly meet¬ 
ing and let your voice be 
heard.

Some of Rouse’s team¬ 
mates are more well-known 
than others. One, Ermal 
Allen eventually became 
famous as one of the master¬ 
minds who built the Dallas 


Cowboys franchise to 
multiple Super Bowl cham¬ 
pionships in the National 
Football League. 

Rouse remembers team¬ 
mate Lee Huber making a 
half court shot to win a 
game. 

And he remembered the 
time Rupp invited him, 
Huber and center Hub 


Thompson to the coach’s 
home where the three met 
Rupp’s infant son, Herky. 

Even in those days UK 
basketball traveled well. 
During Rouse’s senior year, 
the Cats traveled to New 
Orleans and Milwaukee, 
Atlanta. That year also 
marked the school’s first- 
ever trip to Baton Rouge. 


In previous years he visited 
New York and Philadelphia. 

The team usually took 
trains to those distant sites. 

Rouse was a 6’ 1” guard 
during his playing days. 
Modern fans think the game 
is rough now. Rouse remem¬ 
bers - with a hint of satisfac¬ 
tion - that he once took an 
opposing player out of one 


of the doors in Alumni Gym 
to retaliate for some not-so- 
gende play against one of his 
teammates. 

He also remembers the 
stuffy, musty smell of the 
gym’s locker room, which 
even then was a big open 
space on a lower level. 

All of the players and 
coaches had to climb a set 


of stairs to get to the play¬ 
ing floor. 

During his career Rouse 
averaged 6.0 ppg, and aver¬ 
aged more than 8.0 ppg his 
senior year. His 353 points 
place him 178th on UK’s 
all-time scoring list. 

He is one of about 20 
players to wear No. 10. 
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one thing was certain: the 
city of Eminence would 
not receive funding for the 
sorely needed sewer proj¬ 
ect. 

Representative Rick 
Rand, who chairs the com¬ 
mittee, said Eminence was 
not alone — no munici¬ 
pality would be receiving 
funds for water or sewer 
projects. “In this budget, 
unfortunately not,” he 
said. “When we do those 
types of projects, we usu¬ 
ally do a larger bond, and 
then water districts and 
cities and municipalities 
all over the state share in 
the bond fun. Because of 
the financial condition the 
state is in, we felt we could 
not commit to that larger 
bond. 

“There won’t be any. It’s 
not that Eminence wont’ 
be in there, we just won’t 
be doing any bonding of 
general fund money for 
water and sewer projects.” 

Typically, Rand said, the 
state will borrow $100- 
150 million for municipal 
water and sewer projects 
for the state, and dole out 
the money from there. 

The news was not a sur¬ 
prise for Eminence, who 
learned in February that 
state funding for the proj¬ 
ect — which would expand 


the city’s sewage treatment 
capacity — might not be 
available. 

Eminence Mayor Drane 
Stephens said in February 
that the project original¬ 
ly started as a $ 1.4-mil- 
lion lagoon addition. But 
that project, he said, was 
too expensive. So the city 
turned to what he called 
a LemTec system, that 
would “increase the infil¬ 
tration of air into the exist¬ 
ing lagoons... to shorten 
sewage breakdown time. 

The Eminence sewer dis¬ 
trict is at 90 percent of its 
capacity now, and routinely 
exceeds that when it rains. 
“We’re very limited in the 
ability to add a new fac¬ 
tory or neighborhood,” 
Stephens said. Breaking 
sewage down faster will 
enable the system to move 
sewage out faster, and 
lower the capacity. 

While the city did receive 
a $350,000 state grant for 
the project, the LemTec 
system still will cost about 
$1 million. “We really 
hoped that in this state 
funding, we would get the 
remaining (amount), but 
we are not going to get it,” 
Stephens said. “So we are 
going to seek a different 
type of grant.” 

So they started discussing 
a Community Development 
Block Grant instead. 
Stephens said CDBG grants 
for water and sewer projects 
could be offered as high as 


$500,000. The city, he said, 
could qualify for it because 
of the average income of 
the sewer district’s custom¬ 
ers — and that includes the 
city of Pleasureville. 

Monday night, the 
council voted to pursue the 
CDBG grant utilizing the 
services of Community and 
Economic Development 
Associates Inc. 

Bryan Kirby, President of 
the Richmond-based com¬ 
pany, said CEDA would 
“structure (the grant) the 
best way for the communi¬ 
ty, so you won’t be locked 
in,” and that the CDBG 
gap should “fill in the 
gap,” left between funding 
sources. 

Rand indicated there is 
yet another possibility. 

“One thing that we are 
considering is what we refer 
to as a leverage bond for the 
Kentucky Infrastructure 
Authority,” he said. “That 
will put into place money 
that cities can apply for... 
they would have to pay 
interest, but it would be a 
very low interest rate. They 
would be eligible for that, 
but it is loan money.” 

Rand also said there are 
loan program available 
that could help get the city 
through the project until 
further state grant funding 
becomes available — if it 
becomes available.

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“I was really skeptical 
at first,” Shields admitted 
Tuesday. “But, they’ve gone 
from just wanting to use 
their cell phones in school 
and taken it to the next 
level. They have really been 
leaders; they have really rep¬ 
resented the STLP program 
well.” 

To begin their research, 
the girls surveyed the school 
and discovered that 90 per¬ 
cent of eighth-graders at 
HCMS have their own cell 
phones. “Only 50 percent 
have Internet access on their 
phones,” Izabelle said. 

From there, the girls 
found programs that stu¬ 
dents could access from their 
phones that could help with 
learning, then developed 
lesson plans that they have 
taught to different classes at 
the school. 

For one class, they gath¬ 
ered rock samples and placed 
them outside; students were 
to use the GPS software on 
their phones to locate the 
rocks, then take pictures of 
the rocks. The students then 
went to a website the girls 
set up for the project. The 
site had photos and informa¬ 
tion about the rocks, and the 
students in the science class 
used the site to compare 
their photos and identify the 
rocks they found. 

For another class, they 


had students take photos 
with their cell phones and 
showed them how to edit 
the photos using Piknik.com 
and turn them into art. 

The team also determined 
ways to make cell phones 
useful even for students who 
don’t have Internet access. 
Nearly all cell phones today 
have calculators and other 
tools, such as voice recorders 
or camcorders that can be 
used to record a lecture, the 
girls said. 

Some students can focus 
better on studying while lis¬ 
tening to music, so a cell 
phone that plays MP3s and 
a set of headphones can also 
be useful, Isabelle said. 

And, of course, there is 
always texting. 

Teachers can use cell 
phones to text assignments 
to students and can use 
PollEverywhere.com, a tool 
they can use to ask students 
questions and immediately 
chart the answers as they are 
texted in by phone. Students 
can also get answers to 
questions that they text to 
ChaCha.com. 

Micah outlined some of 
the disadvantages, such as 
classroom disruption, inap¬ 
propriate texting and the 
fact that some kids may use 
their phones to cheat on 
exams and quizzes. 

But, Taylor said there are 
solutions to those problems. 
First, teachers can collect the 
phones before a test and 
give them back afterward. 
Teachers also can tell stu¬ 


dents to turn off the ringers 
on their phones to eliminate 
disruption when they get 
a call. 

Shields said the team’s 
plan also promotes “digital 
citizenship” among students 
to discourage improper use 
of cell phones and teach 
“integrity and doing the 
right thing, even when no 
one is watching you.” 

The project has been so 
successful that the team qual¬ 
ified at the regional STLP 
conference in Louisville 
recently and will proceed 
to the state conference to 
compete next week at the 
University of Kentucky’s 
Rupp Arena in Lexington. 

All together, 30 of Shields’ 
60 STLP students will be 
participating at the confer¬ 
ence next week, tackling a 
wide variety of technology 
competitions. One team will 
compete to create games 
using a programming lan¬ 
guage that they will learn 
from UK students; another 
team will compete in “cyber 
reporting,” in which they 
will write articles about the 
conference. There also are 
teams that will compete in 
website design and a robot¬ 
programming competition. 

“These kids will get the 
opportunity to mingle with 
college students and profes¬ 
sors” and learn real-world 
uses for things they learn in 
class, Shields said.

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benefited from the program. 
One tool, called “backchan- 
neling,” has been particular¬ 
ly useful for teachers, Berry 
said. During online train¬ 
ing, EHS teachers are able 
to network with their peers 
from other districts to dis¬ 
cuss what’s being said as it’s 
being presented. 

“It’s a phenomenal way of 
engaging and ratcheting up 
professional development 
and training,” Berry said. 
“There is every reason to 
believe that the ldds can take 
it to the next level.” 


Cost of the program is 
about $150,000 to lease the 
computers from Apple for 
four years. Berry said the 
district will buy the com¬ 
puters in the spring, once 
it is clear what enrollment 
will be. Extra computers also 
will be purchased so that 
spares are available should 
one of the computers break 
or become damaged. 

Berry said the district 
is saving money by taking 
advantage of its proximity to 
the Apple Store at Oxmoor 
Mall in Louisville, where 
teachers and students, alike, 
can go for free training at the 
Genius Bar. He said some 
students will be trained to 
troubleshoot problems as 


part of the school’s Tech-E 
squad. 

He said a committee is 
working to design “in-depth 
policies” that will determine 
what happens if a student 
loses or breaks a computer, 
or if one gets stolen. He is 
optimistic that problems will 
be minimal, because every¬ 
thing each student needs 
will be stored on the lap¬ 
top assigned to them and, 
therefore, the students will 
be very protective of them. 
“Because they know it’s 
theirs, 24-7.” 

Berry said he does not 
anticipate charging a fee for 
students to use the comput¬ 
ers, “but we will have fees 
for breakage.”

The Carroll County 
Board of Education this 
year instituted a similar pro¬ 
gram, providing computers 
to all juniors and seniors 
at Carroll County High 
School. Computers are also 
issued to sophomores who 
are taking advance-place¬ 
ment classes, said Assistant 
Superintendent Bill Hogan. 

There, parents are 
required to pay a $75 insur¬ 
ance fee for each student 
issued a computer, Hogan 
said. He said the district has 


leased 350 Macbooks - at 
a cost of $100,000 a year 
for three years, interest free 
-- enough for both classes, 
plus extra units. The cost 
also includes professional 
development programs for 
teachers, who received their 
laptops in December 2010. 

So far, Hogan said, dam¬ 
age or breakage has been 
minimal. Apple projects 
about 10 percent of the 
computers will be damaged 
during the year, he said, and 
so far at CCHS, only 5 per¬ 


cent had been damaged as 
of the end of February. 

Hogan believes the key 
is giving the computers to 
juniors and seniors. “They 
do think it’s a privilege, and 
there is responsibility,” he 
said. “I’ve been pleasantly 
surprised by how they’ve 
been taking care of them.” 

The results, so far, also 
have been good, Hogan 
said.

It’s no joke: On April 1, 
Steve Frommeyer will retire 
as principal at Eminence 
High School and Middle 
School. 

In an interview Monday, 
Frommeyer said the deci¬ 
sion to leave the post after 
22 years ranks as one of the 
most difficult decisions of 
his life. 

The toughest, he said, 
was the decision to move 
away from Richmond, Ky., 
where he had earned a bach¬ 
elor’s degree and master’s 
degree at Eastern Kentucky 
University, and where he 
met and married his wife, 
Jenifer. 

He was lured to Eminence 
by fellow EKU graduate 
Randy Mefford, who, coin¬ 
cidentally, also is retiring this 
year as athletic director and 
head coach of the girls bas¬ 
ketball program at Carroll 
County High School. 

Mefford, who at the time 
was teaching and coach¬ 
ing basketball at EHS, told 
Frommeyer the school was 
looking for a guidance coun¬ 
selor and football coach. 
Both represented the two 
career goals Frommeyer said 
he had wanted to achieve 
after spending one year 
teaching at Madison Central 
High School and four years 
at Bullitt Central High 
School in Shepherdsville. 

“It was a great situation,” 
he said. That year, EHS had 
a very successful athletic 
program. Frommeyer’s foot¬ 
ball team had a 9-1 season, 
Mefford’s basketball team 
logged more than 20 wins 
and Jim Dobner’s baseball 
team also won more than 
20 games. 

“It was a great way to start 
my career,” he said. 

But the “Dream Team” 
of EHS coaches didn’t last 
very long, as Dobner, who 
was just in his 30s, later died 
of cancer, Frommeyer said. 
“It was very sad. He was 
the father of three children 
under the age of 6.” 

Being a principal wasn’t 
something that Frommeyer 
thought about until 1990, 
when he was promoted 
to the post at the middle 
school. Ten years later, when 
the high school principal 
left, then-Superintendent 
David Baird combined the 
two posts and gave the job 
to Frommeyer. 

“I’m gratefhl that EHS 
has given me the opportu¬ 
nity to do different things,” 
he said. 

Combining the principal 
positions “really worked 
well, in my opinion,” he 
said. “There’s cohesion. It 
provides a seamless transition 
for students from grades five 
to 12. The kids get used to 
those expectations; we have 
had a lot of success in that 
format.” 

Success has come in the 
form of consistently high 
test scores over the years, 
he said. Additionally, the 
school has been named 
one of America’s Best High 
Schools three different years 
by U.S. News and World 
Report, was named a School 
of Excellence by the National 
Alliance for Restructuring 
Education and was named 
a Model School by the 
National Association for 
Year-Round Education. 

Frommeyer credits his 
teachers and staff for the 
school’s achievements. “We 
have put together a tremen¬ 
dous staff. I’ve been blessed 
this whole time,” he said. 
“My teachers have gone on 
to be principals, superinten¬ 


dents and to work at the 
Kentucky Department of 
Education.” 

Being a small school dis¬ 
trict helps, but isn’t the key 
to success, he said. “There 
are a lot of small districts 
across Kentucky that have 
failed. They’ve consolidated 
or merged with other dis¬ 
tricts. Being small doesn’t 
guarantee success.” 

But there are advantages, 
and he believes he’s made the 
best of them. “Being small, 
you can create a real sense of 
community, and that’s really 
important. If everyone is on 
the same page and work¬ 
ing together, then, naturally, 
you can achieve more.” 

And a cohesiveness in 
educational philosophy also 
is essential, he said. Ten years 
ago, the school adopted the 
concept of “mastery learn¬ 
ing,” requiring all students 
to show mastery of every 
subject before being pro¬ 
moted to the next grade. To 
do that, the school elimi¬ 
nated the grades of D and F, 
forcing each student to earn 
at least a C in every class to 
move on. 

Eventually, even the C 
was eliminated. He admits 
that just handing out As and 
Bs to students could have 
“watered down” the mean¬ 
ing of the grades, but the 
school used its CATS test 
scores to measure their suc¬ 
cess and ensure that all stu¬ 
dents were mastering their 
core subjects. 

The school also adopted 
individual learning plans for 
every student - something 
that, originally, was only 
done for at-risk or gifted 
students. 

“Every student sets goals 
and has to achieve those 
goals to be promoted,” he 
said. “If you work with one 
student at a time, and you 
meet their individual needs, 
you can really make a lot of 
progress.” 

Along with that, how¬ 
ever, comes discipline, and 
Frommeyer said he is one 
of the few principals in the 
state who still handles that 
aspect of the job, rather 
than turning it over to his 
assistant principal, Donna 
McClamrock. 

As a coach, he is no strang¬ 
er to discipline. “I’ve devel¬ 
oped a Tough love’ mindset. 
I did it the best I could. ... 
It’s not always easy, and I 
hope [the students] under¬ 
stand that I have done it for 
their best interest,” he said. 
And he thinks in most cases, 
the students do understand. 
“I’ve had many kids come 
back and thank me for being 
tough on them.” 

Additionally, Frommeyer 
says, his students also rep¬ 
resent their school well 
when they go on field trips. 
Wherever they may go, he 
said, he often hears back 
from adults who tell him 
that his students were the 
best-behaved they’d seen. 

“What really makes a 
happy kid is when they have 
a sense of accomplishment, 
and you can’t have that 
without discipline,” he said. 

Frommeyer said his retire¬ 


ment as principal does not 
mean he is leaving Eminence. 
He would like to continue 
to coach the football team 
and, if possible, come back 
in some kind of counseling 
capacity. That’s why, he said, 
he is retiring next month 
rather than at the end of the 
school year. State law dic¬ 
tates that education retirees 
must wait 90 days before 
they can return to teach or 
coach. 

With his doctorate in 
education leadership, he also 
is hoping to teach at the 
college level - perhaps at 
the University of Louisville, 
where he earned his doctor¬ 
ate in 1999, or at Bellarmine 
University. 

Superintendent Buddy 
Berry said he is pleased that 
Frommeyer wants to stay on 
as head coach and said he 
and the Site Based Decision 
Making Council plan to 
make that happen. 

“We don’t want to lose 
him,” he said, adding that 
the new principal will have 
the option of hiring a new 
coach. “But, I don’t see that 
happening.” 

Berry said he and the 
council have already begun 
the training required for the 
principal candidate search 
and the interview and hir¬ 
ing process. The Legislature 
recendy updated the law to 
allow the superintendent to 
be a member of the SBDM 
search committee, and Berry 
said he will serve as chairman 
on that committee. 

Previously, SBDM coun¬ 
cils, alone, were allowed to 
hire their school principals. 
Superintendents were not 
allowed to be involved in 
that process. 

Berry said he appreciates 
Frommeyer’s decision to 
leave in April. “This puts 
us ahead of the hiring 
season,” which, he hopes, 
means Eminence will have 
top-notch applicants to 
choose from. “We can’t 
have just anybody replacing 
him. It has to be a world- 
class candidate [to meet] 
the standards [Frommeyer] 
has set. ... He was always a 
visionary for school change. 
He’s a very special person. 

“The impact he has made 
on Eminence schools is 
immeasurable, and it’s been 
an impact on generations,” 
Berry added, noting that 
he had played football for 
Frommeyer as an EHS 
student, himself. “I came 
back as his assistant coach 
while I was still at UK. He 
gave me my first coaching 
job.” 

Berry said he hopes to have 
a new principal hired by May 
1. He said there would be 
no interim principal to finish 
out the school year. He will 
be moving into Frommeyer’s 
office to help McClamrock 
and instructional leader 
Thom Coffee manage the 
schools through the end of 
the year. 

The Frommeyers have 
four children: Gretchen and 
Sophia, 11-year-old twins; 
Alyssa, 17, who is getting 
ready to go to college next 
year; and a son, Derek, 23.

Living in altered realities 


Having completed my 
visits at a nursing home, 

I was making my way 
down the hallway toward 
the exit. The hallway was 
crowded. Some residents 
were headed toward the 
dining hall and an aide 
was pushing a food cart to 
deliver meals to those who 
would eat in their rooms. 
In front of me was a 
resident in her wheelchair. 
She was moving with slow 
but deliberate action, her 
hands and arms moving 
rhythmically in tune with 
the wheels of the chair. 
Given the crowded nature 
of the hallway, I opted to 
slow my pace and walk 
behind the woman, so as 
not to impede her prog¬ 
ress. I admired her spunk.

Watching her, I thought 
about the many people 
I’ve visited in various 
nursing homes. There 
are folks who are there 
because of diminished 
mental capacity, but there 
are many whose minds are 


clear. Their bodies are 
just wearing down. When 
you and I think about 
nursing homes, most of 
us can’t imagine becom¬ 
ing a resident. “Not me,” 
we exclaim. The truth is 
that most residents adapt 
to their new surround¬ 
ings. They find a way to 
enter their new reality, 
this altered state of living, 
which age brings to all 
who are lucky enough to 
live long. They find, as 
one member of my church 
once told me, a “new nor¬ 
mal.” 

As the woman and I 
made our way down the 
hallway, a male visitor 
stepped from one of the 
rooms into the hallway, 
coming to stop just a 


few feet in front of the 
woman. He looked past 
her and said to me, “I like 
that shirt. Where did you 
get it?” 

“Sam’s,” I replied, “but 
I bought it several years 
ago.” The woman, who 
had stopped, turned her 
head toward me. With a 
smile brightening her face 
she said, “No you didn’t.” 

“I didn’t?” 

“No, you got it at 
Lawson’s. I know because 
I bought one just like it 
there.” 

Smiling back at her, I 
replied, “Well, I used to 
shop at Lawson’s.” 

“Well, I still do,” she 
declared. I knew what she 
no longer knew: Lawson’s 
has been closed and gone 


from Shelbyville for a long 
time. I didn’t argue. It 
was not an argument I 
could have won. Besides, 
it’s not nice to argue 
with smiling, self-assured 
women. 

The woman’s reality is 
now altered by circum¬ 
stances she can’t control, 
but I couldn’t escape the 
reality that she opened for 
me. Many of us live in 
realities that are not real. 
For us, they are realities 
we’ve created, perhaps to 
avoid something unpleas¬ 
ant or challenging. 

The central message 
of the Bible directs us to 
a new reality: We are a 
broken people in need of 
mending. God loved us, 
all of us, so much that “he 


gave his only begotten 
son” to be our healer, our 
Savior (John 3:16). Yet, 
we go right on wheeling 
down the hallways of our 
lives, living in our own 
reality, one which declares 
us fine or one that declares 
us so broken that we can’t 
be mended. 

We’re wrong, just as 
wrong as the woman 
was about where I had 
bought my shirt; however, 
we, unlike the woman, 
can alter our reality. We 
can say “yes” to the One 
whom Scripture declares 
to be Emmanuel — God 
with us (Matthew 1:23). 
Now, there is an altered 
reality, one that offers 
wholeness in the midst of 
brokenness.

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The diabetes risk test: Take it, share it 


In 2011, the American 
Diabetes Association encour¬ 
aged Americans to “Join 
the Million Challenge” and 
more than 600,000 people 
took the diabetes risk test. 
On March, 27, the asso¬ 
ciation will aim to top that 
number, inspiring people to 
take the all-new diabetes risk 
test, as well as to share the 
test with everyone they care 
about - friends, family mem¬ 
bers and colleagues. With 
each person that takes the 
test and knows their risk, 
the association is that much 
closer to stopping diabetes. 

American Diabetes 
Association Alert Day, which 
is held the fourth Tuesday in 
March, is a one-day, “wake- 
up call” asking the American 
public to take the diabetes 
risk test to find out if they 
are at risk for developing 
Type 2 diabetes. 

The new diabetes risk 
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Henry County Extension Office 


test asks users to answer 
simple questions about 
weight, age, family history 
and other potential risks 
for prediabetes or Type 2 
diabetes. Preventative tips 
are provided for everyone 
who takes the test, including 
encouraging those at high 
risk to talk with their health 
care provider. 

Diabetes by the 
Numbers 

Diabetes is a serious dis¬ 
ease that strikes nearly 26 
million children and adults 


in the United States, and a 
quarter of them — 7 mil¬ 
lion — do not even know 
they have it. An additional 
79 million, or one in three 
American adults, have pre¬ 
diabetes, which puts them 
at high risk for developing 
Type 2 diabetes. Recent esti¬ 
mates project that as many as 
one in three American adults 
will have diabetes in 2050 
unless we take the steps to 
Stop Diabetes. 

Are you at risk? 

Everyone should be aware 


of the risk factors for Type 
2 diabetes. People who are 
overweight, under active (liv¬ 
ing a sedentary lifestyle) and 
over the age of 45 should 
consider themselves at risk 
for the disease. African 
Americans, hispanics/lati- 
nos, native Americans, Asian 
Americans, Pacific islanders 
and people who have a fam¬ 
ily history of the disease also 
are at an increased risk for 
type 2 diabetes. 

Unfortunately, diagnosis 
often comes seven to 10 
years after the onset of the 
disease, after disabling and 
even deadly complications 
have had time to develop. 
Therefore, early diagno¬ 
sis is critical to successful 
treatment and delaying 
or preventing some of its 
complications such as heart 
disease, blindness, kidney 
disease, stroke, amputation 
and death. 


The American Diabetes 
Association has made a 
strong commitment to pri¬ 
mary prevention of Type 
2 diabetes by increasing 
awareness of prediabetes and 
actively engaging individuals 
in preventative behaviors like 
weight loss, physical activity 
and healthful eating. Alert 
Day is a singular moment 
in time in which we can 
raise awareness and prompt 
action among the general 
public - particularly those 
at risk. 

Take charge of your 
health 

Studies have shown that 
type 2 diabetes can often 
be prevented or delayed by 
losing just seven percent of 
body weight (such as 15 
pounds if you weigh 200) 
through regular physical 
activity (30 minutes a day, 


five days a week) and healthy 
eating. By understanding 
your risk, you can take the 
necessary steps to help pre¬ 
vent the onset of Type 2 
diabetes. 

You can be part of the 
movement to Stop Diabetes 
and get your free Diabetes 
Risk Test (English or 
Spanish) by visiting the 
association on Facebook, 
stopdiabetes.com or by call¬ 
ing 1-800-DIABETES (1- 
800-342-2383), or by stop¬ 
ping by the Henry County 
Extension Office. 

Although Alert Day is a 
one-day event, the Diabetes 
Risk Test is available year- 
round.

Tobacco greenhouses coming to life 


Many tobacco green¬ 
houses are coming to 
life in Henry County, as 
farmers are seeding and 
floating the trays which 
will hold the individual 
tobacco transplants until 
tobacco setting season. 
This type of transplant 
production has been 
around since the late 80s 
and early 90s, eventually 
completely replacing the 
traditional method of rais¬ 
ing transplants in plant 
beds. Much of the early 
research and demonstra¬ 
tion work on float pro¬ 
duction of tobacco trans¬ 
plants was done right here 
in Henry County, as local 
farmers were pioneers for 
the new technology. When 
the technology and man¬ 
agement is correct, float 
plant production is highly 
successful, and creates a 
big labor and time saver 
when setting time arrives. 

When the technology 
goes wrong for some 
reason, float production 
can have some problems. 
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We may have a situation 
this year which may cause 
increased poor wick- 
ing/dry cells in the trays. 
Dr. Bob Pearce has been 
called to numerous opera¬ 
tions last week, and has 
possibly tracked the dry 
cell problem back to a 
shortage of Canadian peat 
moss, causing soil manu¬ 
facturers to find other 
sources of peat which may 
be wicking differently. 

Once trays are floated 
and dry cells are appar¬ 
ent in large numbers, 
producers need to react 
quickly. The best remedy 
we know is watering over 
the top with a fine mist in 
an attempt to get the cells 
going. Dr. Pearce is cur¬ 


rently working on possible 
solutions to this problem. 

Timely tips for cattle 

Continue grass tetany 
prevention with a mineral 
mix containing magne¬ 
sium and make sure that 
cows consume adequate 
amounts. 

The spring calving 
season should be in full 
swing now, top priority 
should be to get a live 
calf and keep cows in suf¬ 
ficient body condition to 
rebreed early. 

Check cows at least 
twice daily and first-calf 
heifers more frequently 
than that. Be ready to 
assist those not making 
progress after 1-2 hours of 


hard labor. 

See that each calf gets 
colostrum within an hour 
of birth. 

Identify calves with 
ear tags and/or tattoos 
while calves are young and 
easy to handle and record 
birthdate and Dam ID. 
Commercial male calves 
should be castrated as 
soon as possible. 

Separate cows that have 
calved and increase their 
feed. Cows must be in 
good condition to con¬ 
ceive early in the upcom¬ 
ing breeding season. 

Watch for calf scours! If 
scours become a problem, 
move cows which have 
not calved to a clean pas¬ 
ture. Consult your veteri¬ 
narian for advice. 

Renovation and fertil¬ 
ization of pastures should 
be completed. 

Start thistle control in 
problem fields . Chemical 
control must be done 
early to be effective.

British educator visits Eminence schools, works with staff & students

Dawn Haywood, the CEO 
of Student Engagement 
Trust visited with staff and 
students from Eminence 
Independent Schools for 
two days in February. 

In addition to her work 
with Student Engagement 
Trust and partnering 
with schools through¬ 
out England, India, Africa 
and Malaysia, Haywood 
has spent the past six years 
working alongside Sebastian 
Coe, chair of London’s 
2012 Olympic Organizing 
Committee. In large part 
due to Haywood’s influ¬ 
ence the planning for the 
2012 London Games has 
included young people at 
every step. 

The partnership began 
when Berry and Coffee 
along with Steve Frommeyer 
began a series of Skype ses¬ 
sions with Haywood to col¬ 


laborate a professional devel¬ 
opment session modeled 
after the work Haywood had 
done with some of England’s 
academies. Not long after 
the second planning session, 
Haywood offered to lead the 
sessions herself during a U.S. 
visit in February. Haywood 
first met with the Eminence 
V.O.I.C.E. team, a group 
of teacher leaders dedicat¬ 
ed to innovative practice, 
to discuss innovative ideas 
England’s top academies are 
trying. “Meeting with Ms. 
Haywood helped Eminence 
move from focusing on best 
practice to ‘next practice,”’ 
teacher Stephanie Barrows 
said. 

Haywood led staff 
through the analysis of the 
MyVoice survey students 
took in fall in order to pin¬ 
point a few areas the staff 
felt needed action.

courage to ask students what 
areas needed improvement 
in the school, but warned 
them “not to let students 
off the hook when it comes 
to solving the issues.”

Haywood 
encouraged the students 
to be both “dreamers and 
doers.” Students were 
trained to conduct inter¬ 
views with their peers and to 
develop action plans based 
on the survey data and the 
interviews. “This is impor¬ 
tant because it’s dealing with 
major issues in school and 
it’s not the teachers doing 
it. It’s the students,” Abbie 
Stivers said. 

Shelby Dees said she was 


excited and inspired to bring 
change to the school sys¬ 
tem. 

The students won’t be 
alone in their work. “How 
would you like to partner 
with academies in London 
to collaboratively solve 
problems?” Haywood asked 
the students. Students will 
use Skype to partner with 
students in England to dis¬ 
cuss student aspirations and 
school improvement.

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Warriors face, overcome obstacles

An anonymous quote 
declares that “adversity 
doesn’t build character, it 
reveals it.” 

The Eminence High 
School basketball teams 
reflected the sentiment this 
season, as both the boys 
and the girls faced very dif¬ 
ferent kinds of adversity. 

“It’s just amazing, and 
our kids learned this les¬ 
son, how one negative can 
impact your whole year,” 
EHS boys coach Chris 
Nethery said, declining to 
specify exactly what that 
negative was.

“That’s the main thing I 
was excited about. Some 
were seniors who never 
played before, others 
were JV players who really 
stepped it up at the end of 
the season.” 

Brandon Lane was one 
senior who Nethery said 
became a good role model 
for the younger players on 
the team. “At the start, 
he was never really serious 
about basketball,” he said. 
“I think it was just some¬ 
thing to do between foot¬ 
ball. He ended up working 
really hard... told the other 
players not to put off the 
hard work - do it early so 
you can play earlier than 
he did.” 

Cornelius Sanford and 
Tyrae Hanlon were two 
younger players who 
emerged late in the sea¬ 
son. Hanlon, in particular, 
was surprising for Nethery. 
“When we got to the last 
district game, he got to 
play, and he was shocked,” 
Nethery said. “But he put 
in a lot of work to get to 
that point.” 

Hanlon was surprised, 
Nethery said, because 
“there’s a hierarchy in the 
way these kids think about 
each other, and he didn’t 
see himself in that group; 
but he had a great week in 
practice and earned all the 
minutes that he got.” 

Todd Adams, another 
senior, was hurt early on 
and didn’t play after the 
All A tournament. “He’s 
another one that really 
improved from where he 
was when we started to 
where he was at the end,” 
Nethery said, and pointed 
to a game against Henry 
County High School in 
which the senior “took 
some charges, had a couple 
of put backs.” 

Sawyer Sims rounded 
out the senior class, and 
Nethery described him as 
a great kid who would do 
anything that was asked of 
him. “I asked him to dedi¬ 
cate himself more,” he said 
of the senior whhas to work

and pay some of his own 
expenses, like insurance. 
“Junior year he missed a 
lot of practice, but senior 
season he really dedicated 
himself. He didn’t miss a 
practice all year.” 

Though Nethery’s los¬ 
ing the three seniors, he’s 
got a strong junior class 
returning for the 2012- 
2013 season. 

Brandon Mitchell, 
Nethery said “had one heck 
of a season,” and wound 
up leading the Warriors 
in “about every statistical 
category.” 

Nethery will look to 
Mitchell to lead by exam¬ 
ple next year. “When we 
make mistakes on defense, 
he erases them,” he said. 
“He’s one of those kids, 
and I can’t say it enough; 
I never have to praise him, 
because you just expect it. 
You expect him to give it 
all he’s got. When he has 
a bad game, you’re disap¬ 
pointed, because he never 
has them. You leave that 
game thinking... what hap¬ 
pened?” 


And Daishon Moore 
will have no problem step¬ 
ping into a leadership role 
vocally. A player who has 
improved considerably 
from his eighth-grade year, 
Nethery said Moore has 
worked hard, and isn’t 
afraid to tell others when 
they need to do the same. 
“If you could see how far 
he’s improved from eighth 
grade to now, you wouldn’t 
think it’s the same kid,” 
Nethery said. “Physically, 
maturitywise, he’s a dif¬ 
ferent player. He’s worked 
really hard to get where 
he’s at. He had a couple of 
really great games. And if 
somebody needs to work 
hard, he’s going to tell 
them. 

“We’d be in a bad place 
without him.” 

And sophomore Jalen 
Dixie will be back. “He’ll 
grow and get stronger; 
that’ll really help us out,” 
Nethery said of the scrap¬ 
py point guard. Mitchell 
Golden, who had a growth 
spurt and shot up to 6’1” 
will transition to the post. 


The future, Nethery 
said, looks good. “We’ve 
got everybody returning 
other than (the seniors),” 
he said. “Those (seniors) 
gave us a lot of stuff, but 
most of our major produc¬ 
ers are going to be back 
with us. In a year where 
a lot of people lose some 
significant parts, we should 
be right there.” 

EHS Girls had seven 
wins 

On the girls side, Bill 
Covington and his coach¬ 
ing squad were essential¬ 
ly building a team from 
scratch. Progress, he said 
early on, was going to be 
slow. But one of the key 
goals for the team was to 
win more games in 2011- 
2012 than they did in the 
previous season. 

With seven wins, they 
did that. In fact, they “won 
as many games as they’d 
won in the last three years 
combined,” Covington 
said. 

And from the beginning 
of the season, the Warriors 


made clear progress, even 
if their record might not 
have told that story. 

For Covington, the real¬ 
ization that the team had 
indeed improved came 
during practice in the week 
before the 31st District 
tournament. 

“It was one of those 
things, it just sort of pops 
up and hits you — I real¬ 
ized how much better we 
were than back in October, 
or back last summer when 
we were trying to get start¬ 
ed,” he said. “And then, 
when we played the district 
game, I was just so proud 
of the girls.” 

While coaches are never 
quite satisfied, Covington 
said this season was a good 
first step. 

The Warriors’ seniors 
played a key role in that 
growth. 

Sami Congleton, who 
battled the repercussions 
of a broken leg through¬ 
out the season, defined 
heart in the game. “Most 
people would have thrown 
the towel in and said T’m 


not going to do this’,” 
Covington said. “She liter¬ 
ally played on one leg. She 
(was) an example to the 
younger players of what 
desire and heart, what they 
mean. And I really felt bad 
for her, because her skill 
level just wasn’t what it 
used to be because of the 
physical injuries.” 

But where some play¬ 
ers might just give up, 
Congleton gutted the 
season out, and gave her 
teammates and Covington 
110 percent. 

And then there was 
senior BJiea Brees, play¬ 
ing in her first season for 
the Warriors. Covington 
joked about trying to hold 
the senior back for another 
year, just so he could keep 
her on the team. “She made 
so much progress this year, 
and I’m just going to miss 
her,” he said. “She was 
sort of a quiet leader.” 

Brees also played the last 
five games of the season on 
an injured knee — an inju-
